While real estate should 
bear its share of taxes, it is true in many instanees that parties 
with large incomes and little, if any, real estate are in much , 
better position to pay larger amounts in taxes than others who}

Old Ironsides’’ History Is Related 


| bulk

With “Old Ironsides” seen by 
many from this district at San 
Diego over the week-end and 
with the famous frigate to be 
at San Pedro Feb. 18, Upland- 
ers are showing interest in the 
ship and its historic background. 

This war vessel, famed in the 
history of the United States un- 
der the popular name of Old 
Ironsides, is now given perman- 
ent anchorage in the Boston navy 
yard. 

Launched on Oct. 20, 1797, this 
splendid frigate passed unharm- 
ed through the war with the 
Barbary powers as commander 
Preble’s flagship. In 1812, un- 
der command of Capt. Isaac 
Hull, the vessel fought a famous 
battle off Cape Race with the 
Guerriere, an English frigate, 
which it sank. 

After a number of other se- 
vere but victorious battles, in 
1830 the Constitution was con- 
demned as unseaworthy and was 
ordered to be destroyed. But 
the poem, “Old Ironsides,” by 





aroused public sentiment. The 
project to destroy her was aban- 
doned and the vessel was part- 
ly rebuilt in 1833. In 1855, it 
was put out of commission, but 
in 1877 it was again partly re- 
built. 

In 1897—100 years after its 
launching—it was finally dry- 
docked and repaired to be pre- 
served as a perpetual memorial 
of a proud period in history. 
Thirty years later, the children 
of America raised a large sum 
of money to recondition the ves- 
sel once more in order that it 
might be sailed to scores of 
ports in the U. S. and be viewed 
by millions of people who have 
never seen her. 

This means that Upland 
youths of a few years ago had 
a part in raising the money ne- 
cessary for the veteran vessél's 
trip to the coast. Present ar- 
rangements call for the vessel 
to be in San Pedro soon and local 
arrangements are being made 
for special trips from here to

“(Cultivation of Groves Now Is 





Not Advised by Farm Advisor 





By H. J. WILDER 
County Farm Advisor 

Most soils are not yet in con- 
dition to cultivate in Upland. 
Yet, on Feb. 6, several lemon 
groves in the Mountain avenue 
district were being cultivated. 
There were no weeds of con- 
sequence to be killed. The 
gravelly top did not need to be 
stirred. If there was any plow- 
pan to be broken, the soil be- 
low a depth of 3 inches was so 
wet that, instead of being brok- 
en or shattered, as it may be 
when dry, the strata of soil 
where plow-pan occurs was be- 
ing slicked over, and thereby 
made worse. In other words, if 
no plow-pan was present, some 
was being developed; and if, on 
the other hand, there was any 
plow-pan previously, it was be- 
ing accentuated. 

The strata of soil being stir- 
red by the bottoms of the cul- 
tivator teeth was so hoist that 
a smooth, slick and puddled sur- 
face was left. Upon drying, such 
soil exposure bakes and forms 
our so-called plow-pan. Any 
kind of tillage implement leaves 
the same result, but the deeper

ering cars checked and visitors’ 
permits issued at the department’s | 
border “courtesy” stations. 

The department’s figures show a 
total of 90,989 permits issued dur- ! 
ing 1932, a gain of approximately | 
15,000 over the previous. year. \

the thousands who came merely to 
bask in California sunshine on| 
beaches and in mountains. | 

The actual check taken by the | 
border men showed the cars com-| 
ing in carried a total of 406,454 | 
passengers. The department’s sta-| 
tions contact all but about % ner! 
cent of the cars coming into the | 
state. 

In addition to the permits is- | 
sued, which entitle the motor vehi- | 
cle owner to operate in California | 
as long as his plates are good in 
his home state, there were 13,155 
temporary permits issued for driv- 
ers who expected to stay only a 
day or two or who were unable to; 
produce satisfactory evidence of 
registration or ownership. 

The biggest month of the year 
was July, when permits were is- | 
sued to 16,674 vehicles. June per- 
mits totaled 11,998. 

The border stations are main- 
tained at Clam Beach on the Red- 
wood highway, at Dunsmuir on the 
Pacific highway, Truckee on the 
Lincoln highway, Daggett on the | 
Santa Fe Trail, Yuma on the Sun- 
set route, and Yermo on the Los 
Angeles-Salt Lake road, The| 
Yuma station issued 31,949 pee | 
mits, the largest number of any 
single station. 

Permits were issued by the other 
stations as follows: Clam Beach, 
9,517; Daggett, 14,500; Dunsmuir, 
13,678; Truckee, 8,798; Yermo, 12,- 
750.
